SHOT BY HIS FRIEND. 


SAD ACCIDENTAL KILLING THAT 
* OCCURRED AT MERIDIAN. 


Brawner Playfully| Pointed a Pistoi at 
Tompkins—He Didn’t Know it 
Was Loaded.

Meridian, Miss., December 24.—(Special.)— 
One of the most deplorable accidents in the 
history of Meridian was the killing of Will 
H,. Tompkins by his best friend, Asa B. 
Brawner, at 3:45 this morning at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Thomas H. Woods, Jr., in the 
western part of the city. A party of ser- 
enaders, after having previously entertain- 
ed other friends with songs and music, 
stopped at the residence of Thomas H. 
Woods. When they had sung and played 
several pieces Woods invited them into the 
bouse to -partake of a little spread which 
Was soon prepared. In seating themselves 
at the table each of the party laid his re- 
yolver upon the table. After the supper 
Brawner picked up his revolver and re- 
‘marked that it was out of order and would 
not work. Removing the cartridges he 


_ placed the unloaded pistol back on the ta- 


ble. 

The conversation was continued by the 
party about one thing and another during 
which Woods picked up the empty. pistol, 
which was a 4l-caliber Colts, and loaded it 
with Smith & Wesson 38-caliber cartridges 
and replaced it on the table. 

Brawner again picke whe pistol,not be- 
ing aware of Wood's n and playfully 
pointed it at Tompkt!) - pulled the trig- 

er. : 

"i sharp report followed and Tompkins feil 
to the floor with a bullet in his brain. At 
first it was thought that Tompkins was 
feigning, but when it became known that 
he had been shot he received immediate 
attention. A> physician was summoned 
with all possible haste, but Tompkins died 
in about seven minutes without ever utter- 
ing a word. 

Mr. Brawner gave himself up to Sergeant 
Mosely, who took him to the residence of 
Sheriff Moore, where he remained in cus- 
tody until 8 o’clock this morning, when he 
was released by a coroner’s jury, who 
rendered a verdict to the effect that Tomp- 
kins came to his death in a purely acciden- 
tal manner. 

Young Tompkins was an employe of the 
New Orleans and North Eastern railroad, 
and was born and reared in this city, being 
the oldest son of Mr. W. J. Tompkins, who 
is among the oldest and most respected of 
Meridian’s citizens. The remains will be 
interred in Rose Hill cemetery tomorrow 
morning. 

Mayor Dial has issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Mr. Brawner, requiring that he 
be brought before him for investigation into 

. the killing of Mr. Will Tompkins last night. 

The c inst Mr. Brawner is that 
he intentionally pointed a pistol at Mr. 
Will Tompkins and discharged it, killing 
the latter. The warrant is under a section 
of the code which makes a killing under 

such circumstances a felony.

SECOND COUSIN OF HIS WIFE. 


Secretary Smith Replies to Represen- 
tative Flynn’s Attack. 


Washington, December 24.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith sent to the house today a 
reply to a resolution introduced by Dele- 
gate Flynn, of Oklahoma, and adopted by 
the house, calling for information relating 
to the allotment of Wichita Indian lands in 
Oklahoma. Replying to the section of the 
resolution as to the cause of the delay in 
opening the lands to settlement the sec- 
retary says that the matter of ownership 
of the lands is not yet definitely settled 
and he is of the opinion that it would be 
unwise to throw these lands open to settle 
ment while the claims of the Choctaws 
and Chickasaws are unsettled. It is un- 
necessary, he says, to discuss the serious 
complications which might arise involving 
the settlers, the Indians and the govern- 
ment by such action. Replying to that 
part of the resolution asking if any of 
Secretary Smith’s relatives are interested 
in delaying the opening of the lands to 
settlement Secretary Smith says: 

“One of the counsel for the Wichitas in 
the litigation is the husband of the sec- 
ond cousin of my wife. It will be seen that 
the compensation of this counsel is to be a 
percentage of the money derived from the 
sale of surplus land in case it is decided 
that the Choctaws and Chickasaws have 
no reversionary interest in thuse lands, I 
am not aware of any interest which the 
counsel of the Wichitas can have in delay- 
ing the allotment and sale of the surplus 
lands. Neither has ever suggested an in- 
terest or desire on their part or their 
clients’ part for delay. No connection or 
relation by blood or marriage of mine is 
acting as attorney for any party or par- 
thes interested in delaying the opening of 
these lands to settlement. No party or 
parties have presented to the interior de- 
partment any objection to the full and 
immediate execution of the act of March 
2, 1895, which provided for the opening of 
the lands.”’ 


TRAMPS DID THE TREASURER. 


Ironed a State Bond Coupon and Cash- 
ed It In. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 24.—Two tramps 
worked a smooth scheme on the state 
treasury yesterday. One of them, who gives 
his name as A W. Lawrison and his home 
as New York, appeared at the paying tel- 
ler’s desk and presented a state bond cou- 
pon for $20, which was promptly cashed. 

A moment later the teller found that it 
had been canceled, and that by the aid of 
mucilage and. a hot iron it had been so 
smoothed that the cut made by the cancel- 
ing stamp did not show until the coupon 
was handled. It was found that several 
days ago the treasurer had burned many 
eanceled coupons in an open fireplace and 
that some of those not burned had passed 
up and out of the chimney and fallen to 
the ground.

Armenians Will Spend a Yery Uneasy 
Christmas. 


VILLAGE OF MELIEL ATTACKED 


Reported That U. S. Cruiser Marble- 
head Fired Several Shots. 


TURKS ARE BURNING AND PILLAGING, 


Food Furnished to the Starving Ar- 
menians—Situation So Exceed- 
ingly Critical. 


Constantinople, December 24.—An official 
telegram from Zeitoun reports that the 
Turkish forces which have been advancing 
for some time upon the latter place made a 
successful ambuscade and were victorious, 
but withdrew to Marash, which place offer- 
ed better facilities for the encampment of 
the troops. 

Other reports of the engagement have it 
that the Armenians won a victory over the 
Turkish troops and took about a hundred 
prisoners, 

Letters received in Constantinople from 
the interior show that orders have been 
issued to the Turkish soldiers to spare 
neither man, woman nor child. A Protest- 
ant clergyman pastor of a church in Zet- 
toun has acted in the capacity of envoy in 
the parleying that has taken place betweea 
the Turks and the Armenians at that 
place, the latter being in possession of tue 
town. 

A division of the Turkish army has ad- 
vanced to Geben, two days’ march from 
Zeitoun. Upon the appearance of the troops 
the inhabitants of the town, about 2,000 per- 
sons, fled and took refuge in Zeitoun, leav- 
ing their cattle and other property. The 
soldicrs are burning ali of the houses and 
their contents, provisions, etc., ds they go 
along. When the soldiers arrived at Geben 
they ordered 8,000 loaves of bread to be 
supplied to the Christiqus. The bread was 
furnished and the ravenous soldiers ate 
every loaf before the last animal bearing 
the food was unloaded. 

Another division of Turkish troops 1s 
advancing upon Zeitoun from Marash, but 
the prevailing floods make the fording of 
Streams difficult. A third division is ad- 
vancing from Coekoun,. This division must 
traverse a difficult pass which a hundred 
men can defend. The general oOpinign is 
that the Armenians in possession of Zeitoun 
have nothing to fear except hunger. 

It is reported that the United States 
cruiser Marblehead has fired a number 
of blank shots at the town of Mersina, in 
Asia Minor. If the report is true the shots 
were probably fired with the object of 
frightening the Turkish as a means of 
securing’ the protection of American prop- 
erty at Tarsus and Adana, " 

An official telegram dated December 24tth 
says that the Armenians at Zeitoun have 
mide an attack upon the village of Mehcl, 
killing two men, five Women and three 
children, and carrying away all of the 
cattle and the goods in the shops and 
houses. The inhabitants uf the village fled 
to Genksunad. 


LEAVE WAS GRANTED. 


Attorney General Will Test the Va- 
lidity of the N. C. BR. BR. Lease. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 24.—(Special.)— 
The attorney general made the following 
application today to Supréme Court Jus- 
tices Faircloth, Montgomery and Clark: 

“FF. I. Osborne, attorney general, re- 
spectfully applies for leave to bring an ac- 
tion in the name of the state for the pur- 
pose of vacating the charter of the North 
Carolina railroad or for such other relief as 
the court may see fit to grant in the prem- 
ises. This application is made for the fol- 
lowing reasons. First, that your petitioner 
has reason to believe that it can be estab- 
lished by proof that the North Carolina rail- 
road has executed a lease to the Southern 
Railway Company for ninety-nine years, in 
which it assigns every part and parcel of 
its property, real and personal, except the 
offices at Burlington, and all its franchises, 
thereby abandoning the use and operating 
of its roads and franchises for that term; 
second, that he has reason to believe that 
by said lease it has surrendered its corpo- 
rate rights, privileges and franchises for 
ninety-nine years and that it has thereby 
exercised a franchise and transacted a bus- 
iness not allowed by its charter.”’ 

The justices above named sign the fol- 
lowing: ’ 

“Leave is granted Hon, F. I, Osborne, at- 
torney gen 1, to bring the action as pray- 
ed for in the &bove petition for the purpose 
of allowing the grounds of the application 
to be investigated.”

Little Rock, Ark., ember 24.—The Ar- 
kansas river has continued to rise during 
the past forty-eight hours.

Smith between eight ahd ten thousand feet 
of bridge timber was washed away, the 
water rising so rapidly that it was impos. 
sible to save it. All work for the time be- 
ing has been abandoned. 

Traffic on the Kansas and Arkansas Val- 
ley railroad has been abandoned because 
of the washing away of the steel bridge 
at Ft. Gibson, I. T. The through Kansas 
City train, which leaves here at 8 a. m., 
has not made the trip since Friday. The 
river is only one foot below the danger 
line.

Raleigh, N. C., December 24.—(Special.)— 

It is stated that in a fortnight the Cum- 
nock coal mines, where last week the ex- 
plosion occurred, will be ready for resump- 
tion of work. Miners carried open lamps 
there and it was one of these which caused 
the disaster. 

Five special cars filled with Vanderbilt’s 
friends went to George Vanderbilt’s, at 
Biltmore, yesterday to give his place its 
Christmas christening. Vanderbilt was not 
long ago showing Governor Carr over his 
place and when asked what it would cost 
him said seven millions and a half. 

It was decided yesterday to have at once 
the hearing before the attorney general as 
to whether the latter should prosecute the 
case which the Farmers’ State Alllance 
wishes to bring to annul the lease and re- 
peal the charter of the North Carolina rail- 
road. Argument continued until late this 
afternoon. David Schenck argued in sup- 
port of the alliance’s motion for the suit 
by the attorney general; Armstead Bur- 
well and James S. Manning, in behalf of 
the North Carolina railroad; Hamilton C. 
Jones, for the private stockholders, and 
Charles Price, for the Southern railtoad. 
to which the North Carolina is leased. All 
these, save Schenck, spoke in support of 
the lease. Some of them urged that the 
action desired by the alliance, if consum- 
mated, would cause the railway to go into 
a receiver’s hands and be sold and thus 
destroy it, and they termed the road the 
backbone of the jstate. Ex-judge Schenck 
asserted that the directors had no author- 
ity to make a ninety-nine-year lease to 
the Southern while a thirty-year-lease to 
the Richmond and Danville was still in 
effect, and he declared that the burden of 
proof fell upon them to show that they 
had any power to make it. : 

Attorney General Osborne announced 
that he would tomorrow say whether he 
would prosecute the case or not. Schenck 
attacked Governor Carr for telling the 
State directors they must make the new 
lease, and declared that this exceeds his 
powers and was autocratic.

General Money Anxious To Fight.

event of a war between this country and 
England. The letter is strictly private and 
at General Money’s request the governor 
declined to give it to the newspapers. 
The general’s views on the situation are 
quite well known. He is thoroughly in 
sympathy with the president in his Vene- 
zuelan message and has a poor opinion of 
English soldiers. General Money held a 
major general’s commission in the confed- 
erate army. He is not the ranking sur-

Springfield .rifles to each state and terri- 
cory for the national guard thereof, in ex- 
change for the rifles now held by them, 
Mr. Hawley, republican, of Connecticut, 
explained that it had nothing whatever to 
do with ‘“‘the idiotic war scare.”

Silver Coinage Resolution. 

Mr. Vest modified his silver coinage res- 
olution of last week by making it a joint 
resolution and changing it in some other 
particulars so that it now directs the sec- 
retary of the treasury to coin as rapidly as 
possible the silver bullion in the treasury 
purchased under the act of July 14, 1890, into 
standard silver dollars, and with such 
dollars to redeem the treasury notes is- 
sued for the purchase of the bullion, when 
offered for redemption, “such notes to be 
destroyed as s#on as they are redeemed.”’ 
It also directs the secretary of the treasury 
to redeem the treasury notes, commonly 
called greenbacks, when presented for re- 
demption, in standard silver dollars, or 
both, as the condition of the treasury may 
require—the greenbacks so redeemed to be 
reissued, as provided by the act of May 
31, 1878. 

Mr. Hill indicated a purpose of discuss. 
ing the resolution, but questioned the pro- 
priety of beginning the debate today.

San‘ Francisco, December 24.—Correspond-

NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The Greenway Government Will Dis- 
solve the Legislature at Once. 


Winnepeg, Man., December 24.—1ne 
Greenway government has resolved upon 
the almost immediate dissolution of the 
leg'slature. The nominations will take 
place on the 8th of Jamuary and the elec- 
tions one week tater on the 15th. 

It is understood that while the govern- 
ment had thad in view for some time the 
possible early dissolution of the house, it 
was only when they learned definitely that 
the dominion government was bound to 
make the attempt of forcing separate 
schools upom the province that they decided 
upon consulting the country and obtaining 
the opinion of the people so that they 
wouki have @ watrant to go upon im re- 
sisting the claims and contemtions of the 
dominion government. It is understood 
that in the answer which was mailed yes- 
terday to the dominion govermment’s re- 
joinder the Greenway government takes 
the ground that in view of the feeling in 
this province on the question it would not 
feel justified in recommending amy change 
or modification in the school law. In or- 
der, however, that the dominion and par- 
liament may for themeelves see just how 
strong the current of public opinion in this 
province is set against separate schools 
and against any change in the present law, 
the intimation is given in the answer that 
a verdict of the people is to benasked for 
almost immediately.

Why the Senate Did Not Object to 
the House Resolution on the 
Commission. 


Washington, December 24.—(Special.)—

What the Bill Will Contain. 

The substantial features of the tariff 
@re these: 

making a @ per cent rate on wool, witha 
6 per cent compensatory duty on manufac- 
tured cloth over the act of 1894; a & per 
cent rate of duty over the 189% law (Mc- 
Kinley) on lumber; a 25 per cent increase 
«ver the act of 1894 (Wilson bill on live- 
stock, cereals and dairy products, and a 
horizonta] increase of 15 per cent in the 
rates of duty on all other schedules over 
the law of 1894. 

In this connection a provigo is added that 
in no case shall the rate of duty exceed 

those of the McKinley law, except in 
cases where the present rates of duty are 
higher than those of the McKinley tariff 
law. The proposed amendments will re- 
main in effect until August 1, 189. 

The increase of duty on farm products 
Was made at the request of the members 
representing distinctively agricultural

An Issue of 3 Per Cent Bonds. 

The accompanying bill provides for an {[s- 
sue of 3 per cent five-year bonds to protect 
the gold reserve in the treasury, with a 
proviso that the currency redeemed by the 
bonds shall not be paid out while a deficit 
exists in the treasury. This differs from the 
original purpose of the republican leaders, 
which was to give authority to the secre- 
tary to issue a 3 per cent bond as a popular 
loan to maintain the gold reserve and for 
no other purpose, with a proviso that the 
redeemed greenbacks shall not be used to 
meet current expenses, but be retained as 
long as necessary as a part of the redemp- 
tion fund; authority to issue to national 
banks circulating notes up to the par of 
the bonds deposited as security therefor, 
and to reduce the tax on national banks 
circulation, and authority for the issue of 
certificates of indebtedness to meet tem- 
porary deficiency in receipts until the rev- 
enues can be published. 

In addition to the sale of bonds the bill 
will also authorize the secretary of the 
treasury to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness bearing 2 per cent interest, not to ex- 
ceed $50,000,000 im amount to meet current 
deficiencies of the revenue. 

At the ways and means committee this 
morning ex-Speaker Crisp and his minority 
supporters were warned that no debate 
would be allowed on these bills when pre- 
sented Thursday.

ENGLAND’S LAND FORCE SMALL. 


Could Not Possibly Spare 50,000 for 
an American Invasion. 
Washington, December 24.—Dar depart- 
ment officers have been analyzing the fig- 
ures that have been printed in. regard to 
the strength of the British army, and they 
take exception to the assumption of 
strength contained in them. The total reg- 
ular British army has been. placed at 
about 128,000 officers and men, Dut it 1s 
pointed out that a very large part of this 
force belongs to the colonies, and neither 
can nor will leave home. They are \|ike 
the famous national guard of Vermont, 
whose laws are said to provide that they 
shall never leave the state except in case 

of invasion. 

The assertions of The London Globe that 
England could pour veteran troops into 
Canada are scouted by the army officers. 
They say that England has not 50,000 troops 
that she could possibly spare from home 
defenses and that she would be very chary 
about sending that many away. It is point- 
ed out that England has never had many 
of her own soldiers in any war. She has 
furnished the money, the commanders and 
the backbone of many an army, but her 
land battles have usually been won by the 
troops of her allies. Even Waterloo was a 
Prussian far more than an English  vic- 
tory, and a large proportion of her troops 
here in the revolution were hired mer- 
cenaries. 

The further assertion of The Globe that 
small British gunboats could be run into 
the Great Lakes, through the Welland 
canal, to harass our lake cities, is serious- 
ly questioned. It is believed that we could 
capture and destroy the canal in ‘time to 
prevent anything of the kind. Navy officers, 
however, would not regard such an occur- 
rence as an unmixed evil. They say it 
would teach the great west, which rests 
secure because there is no gun that can 
cariTtry a thousand miles, the necessity 
of a navy. They think the damage wouid 
oe slight compared to the value of the 
esson.

General Gomez Writes an Encourag- 
ing Letter from Cuba. 

New York, December 24.—The following 
letter under date of Remedios, Cuba, De- 
cember Stn, was received today by Mr. 
Palma, minister of the Cuban republic to 
the United States from General Gomez, 
general-in-chief of the revolutionary 
forces: 

“It is now eight days since General Ma- 
ceo and myself had an encounter with 
the enemy, strong in the three arms; but 
with victory for the arms of the republic. 
We advanced slowly, but with stro and 
firm foot. The Spaniards lack everything— 
soidiers, money, sympathy, chiefs witn 
courage and faith. If the valor and deter- 
mination of the Cubans are not wanting in 
this beautiful land; if those virtues and 
revolutionary qualities don’t fail in the 
hearts of her children, her men, in the cam- 
paign now open for six months, I think 
everything will be decided.”’

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Rotten Piling Throws An Engine Into 
a River. 


TWO MEN INSTANTLY KILLED 
Engine Sank Deep Into the Mud—Res- 
cue of One Man Ef- 
fected. 


Charleston, 8S. C., December 24.—(Special.) 
Engine No. 26, of the South Carolina and 
Georgia, pitched into the Ashley river this 
morning through the West Shore terminal 
trestle, two miles beyond this city, KEn- 
gineeer George Baxter and Brakeman Clar- 
ence Turner losing their lives and Fireman 
William Boyce receiving severe injuries. 

On the dock a hundred yards from the 
scene of the disaster five empty cars had 
been placed and the engine was backing 
from the wharf, when the trestle went 
down. In the cab were Engineer Baxter 
and Fireman Boyce. Sitting on the pi* 
lot of the engine were Brakeman Clar- 
ence Turner and Conductor M. P. Danner. 
It was 9 o'clock a. m. when the engineer 
started to back the locomotive from the 
dock. When it was a few yards from the 
wharf one side of the trestle suddenly set- 
tled, and before the engineer could realize 
the terrible danger the engine went over 
sideways into the river with a terrible 
crash, 

As it went down the whistle was thrown 
open and until all of the steam had escap- 
ed it kept up one Jong shrill screech that 
brought the people to the scene from all di- 
rections. 

Eng-neer Baxter went down with hig en- 
gine without a shout oracry. Boyce, the 
fireman, went down with him and saw the 
faithful engineer with wide opened eyes 
lying in the wreck and pinned down with 
iron and wood. The tide was very low, but 
the weight of the engine carried the doom- 
ed man several feet down into the soft 
mud. Boyce escaped as by a miracle, As 
the engine went over he seized hold of the 
top of the cab, and although the tender 
followed the engine and the supply of coal 
swept down upon him he managed to hold 
on, and thus saved his life. He kept above 
the mud, water and coal and managed to 
ciimb out to the trestle above. He was 
carried home with his right leg crushed 
and his right arm badly mashed. His face 
was scratched in a hundred places. 

Turner, the brakeman, was sitting on the 
right side of the pilot and Danner, 
the conductor, on the left. When the en- 
gine went down Turner went with it to a 
most horrible death. Before he could ut- 
ter a cry he was dashed doOwn with the 
engine and his body crushed between the 
slip of the wharf and the pilot of the en- 
gine. Here he was pinned down, his head 
broken open and both of his legs cut off 
and his entire body was frightfully mu- 
tilated. One of hig arms, protruding from 
the mud, led to the finding of his body. 

Danner was thrown from his seat in the 
opposite direction and was thus saved 
from a fate similar to Turner’s. He fell on 
the trestle:and held there, saving his life 
without any injury. There were several 
witnesses to the disaster. J. D. Cox was a 
few yards away when he saw the trestle 
sink beneath the engine and then go down 
with a crash, the engine falling sideways. 
The nose made by the wreck was heard 
a quarter of a mile away. Cox saw Boyce 
as he went down and hastened to the 
wreck and helped to get him out. The 
crash of timbers, the cloud of steam and 
the long shriek of the whistle soon brought 
the crowd to the scene. The engineer's 
body was held down by the machinery be- 
neath the soft mud. A gang of negroes 
worked industriously to get at the body, 
but as the tide was then rising the en- 
gine wae fast becoming covered and the 
work became more difficult. Two negroes 
attempted to go down in the wreck and 
pull out the body, but faézled. 

After working in this way for several 
hours it was decided to wait until the tide 
went down. 

Engineer George Baxter was one the 
oldest engineers in the state. He was fif- 
ty-e'ght of age and had been on the road 
for several years before the war. His home 
is at Ridgeville, where he leaves a widow 
and a large family of children. Clarence 
Turner had been with the road for about 
two years. He was twenty-seven years of 
age and was the sole support of a mother 
and three sisters, who live in Shelby, N. 
C. His cousin, Conductor Davis, of the 
South Carolina and Georgia railroad, was 
telegraphed and will arrive tonight. 

The tnquest over the bodies will be held 
tomorrow. Rotten pilling caused the wreck.

Jacobs, the pharmacist, who has been so

No ‘hopes of his recovery whatever were 
entertained by those around him, but the 
physicians, while abandoning all hope, say 
that he may live a day or two or that he 
may die at any time.

THE BUSY CROOKS 


Burglaries and Thefts Committed De- 
spite the Police. 


| 
40 MORE POLICEMEN AT WORK 


One Victim Lost $140, Another Lost 
$115, Another Lost $27 and Many 
Smaller Robberies Occurred. 


Pickpockets and burglars got in their 
work yesterday and last night. The police 
made every effort to protect the city, but 
it seems that the crooks have the call, 

A large amount of valuables were stolen 
and reported to the police, the lost goods 
consisting of money, jewelry and all kinds 
of property. Several burglaries committed 
sometime Monday night were discovered 


yesterday. 

The recent epidemic of robberies, thefts 
and crimes of all kinds had the effect of 
stirring up the police department. The offi- 
cials maintain that the best protection 
possible with the small number of oilicers 
is being given. All of the officials say 
that more police are needed and that until 
the force is materially enlarged the city 
will continue at the mercy of the thugs 


and robbers. 

All of the supernumerary oflicers are 
working as regular patrolmen, but the 
force is not materially increased by trat 
fact. Several officers are on tne sick list 
and the few supernumeraries on duty in the 
city have taken the places of the sick men. 
The officials say that many men have heen 
added to the force during the nolidays, the 
new men being assigned to duty in citizens 
clothing, that they can patrol the resi- 
dence streets and perhaps apprehend some 
of the bold highwaymecn. 

The Force Insufficient in Number. 

The present difficutly in protecting tne 
city seems to have made it plain to many 
that the police force is insufficient in num- 
bers, and amoung the city officials there Is 
a disposition to consider the acivisability 
of materially increasing ihe force next 
year. Soon after January Ist the exposition 
force will be brought in and assigned to 
duty, but to offset that change ine icrce 
will be again divided into three watches 
of eight hours’ work each per day, mak- 
ing the number of men actually on duty at 
one time small. And the list of supernu- 
meraries will probably be cut off coLsid- 
erably unless the new apportionment to 
be made by the new council makes provis- 
ion for increasing the police force. 


Promise Better Protection. 


Chairman Johnson and Chief Connolly 
maintain that the police force is doing 
splendid work and they say that in view 
of the unusual cifcumstances in point of 
visivors it is amsolutely impossible to pre- 
vent some depredations of thieves and 
burglars. They promise that the people 
will be looked after energetically and that 
all criminals will be captured when possi- 


ble.

TERRIBLE ATTEMPT. 


MRS. NIX, OF COLUMBUS, TRIED 
TO COMMIT SUICIDE.. 


Tried To Pierce Her Skull with a Pair 
of Scissors—Then Struck Her 
Head Against a Wall. 


Columbus, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. J. A. Nix, a middle-aged widow, is 
now lying in a very serious condition at 
her home in this city, the result of a very 
determined effort made by herself to put an 
end to her life this morning. 

About 10 o’clock this morning Mrs. Nix 
was discovered in the back yard of her 
residence attempting to Knock ner ovrains 
out against one of the pillars of the house. 
Previous to this, however, she had tried to 
suicide by cutting her head open with a 
pair of scissors. She had resolutely dug 
the points of the scissors into the top of 
her head, and beginning at her forehead 
had literally plowed her head with the 
sharp points of the implements from which 
the blood flowed in streams. 

Finding that this did not have the effect 
of ending her life immediately, the lady 
began to systematically strike her head 
against one of the pillars of the house. 

Mrs. Nix was discovered by a negro 
man who was cutting wood in the back 
yard. When compelled to desist from her 
suicidal attempt.she begged the negro to 
brain her with his ax. The lady was imme- 
diately carried into the house and mediral 
assistance summoned. 

Several physicians responded promptly, 
and the lady’s wounds were dressed. They 
pronounce her wounds the worst scalp 
injuries they ever saw in all their exprei- 
ence. .The lady never lost consciousness 
throughout the entire affair, but her con- 
dition is so serious that grave fears are 
apprehended of her recovery. 

The wounds are very deep and danger- 
ous, and, in the opinion of the physicians, 
it is very doubtful whether she will re- 
cover. The attempt was made while Mrs. 
Nix was in a state of temporary mental 
aberration. She is @ member of one of the 
best families in Columbus, and the news of 
her rash act was a great shock to her many 
friends. 


NEW QUARANTINE REGULATIONS 


Savannah’s Sanitary Board Does Not 
Want Commerce Interfered With. 
Savannah, Ga., December 24.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting of the sanitary board this af- 
ternoon a relaxation of the quarantine 
rules was granted on request of the ship- 
ping men of the port, who claim that the 
Stringent regulations thave seriously inter- 
fered with the commerce of the port in 
keeping away ships that would otherwise 
come here for cargoes. The resolution pass- 
ed provides that ships from infected ports 
or suspected ports shall be allowed to come 
up to the city after having been regularly 
fumigated, provided that the sanitary his- 
tory of the vessels and crew is good. 
Heretofore all vessels have been detained 
five days or longer after fumigation has 
been perfected.

YA TRAGIC. DEATH. 


Old Man Dick Cunningham Struck By 
An Engine. 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE HAD A FIT 


Fell with His Head on the Rail, in 
Which Position He Was Killed. 
News of the Day in Rome. 


Rome, Ga., December 24.—(SpecialL)—A 
fireman on an incoming freight train on 


the Southern this morning reported a tragic “ 


occurrence near Cunningham, a small sta- 
tion on the Alabama division of the road. 

The northbound freight train, on which 
he was running, was running at a high 
rate of speed over a down grade when he 
saw a man lying on the track some dis- 


tance ahead. 

The engineer saw the man about the 
same time and reversed the engine, pul on 
brakes and blew his whistle, thinking that 
probably the man was asleep. The train 
was under such headway, however, that 
it was impossible to stop it, and the pilot 
struck his head, knocking him clear of 
the track. 

Never Knew What Struck Him. 

When the engine came to a standstill 
the train crew went back and found that 
the man had been killed dead and did not 
know what struck him. 

Parties living in the neighborhood were 
attracted to the scene, among them Hugh 
Montgomery, who identified the body as 
that of old man Dick Cunningham, 

It was at first suspected that there 
might be some foul play, but after a 
careful examination of the remains it was 
decided that he had fallen unconscious 
upon the track. 

Subject to Fits. 

Mr. Montgomery stated that the old man 
had long been subject to epileptic fits and 
that members of his family and neighbors 
had done their best to keep him from go- 
ing near the railroad tracks. 

It is supposed that he was attacked with 
a convulsion and fell upon the track un- 
conscious, his back resting upon the rail, 
and that he was in that condition when the 
pilot struck him. The engineer was not 
considered blameable, as he did all in his 
power to avert the accident. 


A» Tribute to Nevin. 


Bishop Nelson has only officiated at re- 
ligious services in Rome three or four 
times, but on this occasion his discourse 
was listened to with more than usual in- 
terest. 

In the course of his remarks he paid a 
splendid tribute .to the character and work 
of Captain M. A. Nevin, whose recent 
death was such a sad blow to Rome. 

The sermon and the eulogy both appeal- 
ed strongly to the hearts of the people of 
Rome, and since his visit contributions 
have flowed in to the building fund of St. 
Peter’s church and it will probably be com- 
pleted by February. 

The Tunnel Finished. 

The short tunnel on the Southern rail- 
way, near Rodewent, is now a thing of the 
past. The last shovel full of earth and 
the last bowlder have been removed, to- 


gether with the wooden frame work, and 
what was a few months ago a dangerous 


tunnel és now the deepest cut on the South-. 


ern railway. 

The tunnel was originally 600 or 7(6 feet 
long and was a constant menace to travel 
because of the frequent cave-ins and the 
railroad men were constantly in dread of 
some casualty there. 

Last spring Vice President Baldwin gave 
orders to have the top of the hill cut away 
so as to make an open cut instead of a 
treacherous tunnel. 

A large force of hands was set to work 
and they built shanties at the foot of the 
hil and ate and slept there’ while they 
worked at the difficult and dangerous job. 

Level roadways were constructed on the 
hill slope, parallel with the cut, and by 
carefully excavating and removing the 
earth on train cars to the valley below, on 
either side, the work was done without 
gaat an hour’s delay to travel or traf- 

Cc. 

Such was the nature of the work that 
all the earth and rock had to be removed 
with pick and shovel, so no blasting could 
be done without danger of knocking out 
the supports of the tunnel, 

Consequently the work proved long .anJ 
tedious and now the light shines down 
from the top of a cut some fifty or sixty 
feet deep in the deepest place and the 
danger of a cave-in is no longer feared by 
the train men, as the walls of the cut are 
well supported on either side. 


Sam King for Mayor. 


Mr. Samuel S. King has been agreed upon 
and announced by his friends as the candi- 
date for mayor of Rome to succeed Mr. 
John D. Moore, whose term expires in 
March. The palitical leaders of all the 
various divisions have about centered upon 
him as the most suitable man to harmonize 
the conflicting elements. 

“Yes,” said Mr. King this morning, 
“I see that they have announced my name 
in the papers. I believe that I have been 
selected by the boys, and I shall make the 
race. I want to state in the beginning, 
however, that I want the race to be a clean 
and harmonious'one. We cannot afford toa 
stand divided. .=here is too much at stake. 
We must all pui] together for the good of 
Rome.” He will have associated with him 
on the ticket such men as Captain Thomp- 
eon Hiles and Dry Lindsay Johnson for al- 
dermen, and the” whole ticket will be an 
exceptionally strong one. 


It has been many years since Rome en- 
joyed such unanimity and harmony of 


sentiment among the people as at present, 
and everybody seems ready to abide by the 
will of “fe majority. 

A Strange Verdict. 

One of the queerest cases that ever came 
up in a court in Floyd county was that of 
the state against A. R. Morton, accused of 
malicious mischtef. John Henry, a farmer 
and neighbor, appeared as prosecutor and 
charged that Morton had gone through his 
field and pulled up cotton, knocked the 
oo off and otherwise mistreated his prop- 
erty. . 

A Big Surprise. 

Nobody was prepared, however, for the 
sequel. After only a few minutes’ absence 
the jury returned and read the verdict, 
which came with the shock of a bombshell, 
“We, the jury, find the defendant not guil- 
ty, but we find the prosecutor, John Henry, 
guilty of malicious prosecution.’”’ 

So read the verdict, and the prosecutor 
and his attorneys were simply dumbfound- 
ed. Judge Harris commanded John Henry 
to stand up and gave him just such a 
rasping as has never. been heard in a 
Floyd county courtroom. He ordered Hen- 
ry peremptorily to pay the costs in the 
case, $93.07, or go to jail and so instruct- 
,ed the sheriff and the costs were soon 

forthcoming and 
pondering on the strange turn of affairs. 


ATLANTA’S NEW DEPOT. 


It Is Reported That Work Will Be 
Begun in the Near Future, 


There was a rumor among the local rail- 
road authorities yesterday to the effect 
that the new union passenger station, as 
projected by the Southern railway some 
time ago, w'll not be a myth much longer, 
but that work will be started on it within 
a very short time. 

It was the plan of the Southern railway 
to build quite a handsome ‘passenger sta- 
tion on its property in the vicinity of the 
Mitchell street crossing and to invite the 
other roads entering Atlanta to join with 
this system in the work of construction. 

There has been some doubts as to wheth- 
er the Western and Atlantic and the Sea- 
board Air-Line would join with the South- 
ern in this undertaking. It jis not yet 
known that these systems will take their 
terminals into the new union passenger 
station which the Southern has contem- 
plated, but’ enough is said to be given out 
to warrant the statement that the South- 
ern will begin work on the new station in 
the very near future, whetber the other 
roads join it in the enterprise or not. This 
information does not come direct from 
the high officials of the Southern, but it is 
believed that there is truth in it. 

It is known that the Southern has lately 
added very considerably to its purchase of 


land lying in the region of the Mitchell 
. street crossing, where the new union pas- 


senger station is to be established. It is 
said that work on the new station will be 
taken up soon after the holidays have

The attention of che manufacturers of this

The great street car strike in Phila- 
delphia is over, and the strikers have 
accepted the terms offered by the com- 
pany. 

The strike lasted seven days, and 
caused a loss of $2,000,000 to the com- 
pany, its employes and the merchants 
of the city. Nineteen hundred men now 
find their places supplied by new hands, 
and those who get reinstated will have 
to go to work as “‘trippers,” or extra 
men. They have also lost their week’s 
wages, and they enter the Christmas 
holidays penniless and without regular 
employment. It might also be said that 
the lawlessness and bloodshed caused 
by the strike will for a long time to 
come handicap and injure the prospects 
of the misguided men who shared the 
responsibility. a 

When the workingmen of the country 
learn that a strike is their worst possi- 
ble remedy—when they learn‘ that it 
always costs them their wages and some- 
times their jobs, and that it interferes 
with their chances of getting regular 
work, they will be on the road to pros- 
perity. We say prosperity, because in 
this country contented and reliabie la- 
bor will always reap its reward, except 
during our occasional periods of hard 
times, when all classes suffer. ©.

As a rule it is 
more disastrous to the strikers than to 
anybody else. 
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A Voice from Wall Street. ° 

We present herewith some interesting 
remarks from The Financial News, the 
leading Wall street publication. It will 
be seen that even in that region there 
are men who are still able to perceive 
how benficial to our whole country 
would be the application of a common- 
sense policy to the present financial sit- 
uation: 

The course of the administration has 
Placed the country in a very peculiar po- 
sition. It has done everything it could 
to injure and contract the currency of 
the country and increase the demand for 
gold, with only the result of influencing 
its shipment abroad. The revenues have 
been decreased so that there is still a 
naturally increasing deficiency in the gov- 
ernment expense over its income. 

The gold in the treasury is steadily be- 
ing absorbed, and if the nfuch-talked-of 
parity of all our moneys is to be upheld, 
there certainly will have to be a bond 
issue to supply the demand. A further is- 
sue of bonds, of course, will be looked 
upon as a costly course of legislation, but 
it appears that it will be practically a 
necessity if Mr. Cleveland's policy is to be 
upheld. 

Wall street men who have their contracts 
made largely in gold will likely insist 
upon this policy, but we believe that if the 
government would have thé backbone to 
pay out coin silver for its obligations and 
let gold go to a premium, this premium 
would be small, and simply result in prov- 
ing to be an additional tariff on goods im- 
ported, and directly bring us so much 
additional revenue on that which we mine 
and ship abroad. 

The government has an ample silver 
seigniorage, which it could coin without 
cost, and which would supply it with all 
the money it would need for any ordinary 
deficiency that might arise in the next two 
years. 


This is indeed a wise voice to be lifted 
up in Wall street. We have no idea that 
it will be heeded. On the contrary, self- 
ishness, greed and ignorance will com- 
bine to continue*the futile effort to up- 
hoki the British gold standard: so that in 
stead of suspending gold payments in a 
natural way, the suspension will be en- 
forced. Perhaps it is necessary to teach 
the blind to see and the deaf to hear. 
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The College Professor Heard From. 

The Boston Herald is getting ready 
to throw the Monroe doctrine overboard. 
It has heard from a number of college 
professors and begins to doubt whether 
we have any rights that should be re- 
spected. Our contemporary says: 


The authorities at Harvard that have been 
consulted on this subject have pronounced 
against the theory laid down in President 
Cleveland’s message. Professor Woolsey, 
the instructor of international law at Yale, 
States that the president ‘‘is ill advised,” 
and that the policy he is adopting ‘is not 
that of a mediator, but of a dictator.’’ 
Professor von Holst, the author of the best 
history on the constitutional development 
of the United States that has ever been 
written, and at present the professor of in- 
ternational law at the University of Chica- 
go, has said of the president’s message: 
“This is not the ‘Monroe doctrine: it is 
dictatorship, pure and_= simple. By no 
license of reasoning short of willful miscon- 
> aera and misstatement can the Monroe 

octrine be made applicable to the contro- 
versy. By no principle or practice of irn- 
ternational law can the United States find 
excuse for the position President Cleveland 
advocates. The president and Secretary Ol- 
ney have nothing as a basis for their ille- 
gitimate doctrines. I condemn their utter- 
ances as a public disgrace and a calamity.” 
Professor Moore, instructor in international 


law at Columbia college and former assis- 
tant secretary of state under Mr. Blaine, 
says that he believes that ‘“England’s posi- 
tion in regard to the boundary of Vene- 
zuela is the right one, and that the senti- 
ment that has been aroused in America 
is an almost insane one.”’ 


We are not aware that tbe college pro- 
fessors constitute a branch of our gov- 
ernment. A matter of national policy 
like the Monroe doctrine is a question 
to be decided by the president. and con- 
gress. But it is not likely that the col- 
lege professors are unanimous. Profes- 
sor McMaster, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, takes Mr. Cleveland’s 
view of the Monroe doctrine, and his 
fame as a historian should give weight 
to his opinion. 

Suppose we rule out all the profes- 
sors, So far as this question is con- 
cerned, and leave the matter to the 
people’s representatives. We cannot go 
far wrong if we side with Jefferson, 
Monroe and Andrew Jackson. The col- 
leges may be against us, but we cannot 
afford to abandon a doctrine which 
‘aused the French to get out of Mexico 
as soon as Mr. Seward hinted that our 
government would not submit, to the 
establishment of Maximilian’s empire. 
It would be folly for us to abandon the 
doctrine now. 
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Cotton and Silver. 

In another column we print an illumi- 
nating statement from The American, of 
Philadelphia, showing how the fall of 
silver affects the price of cotton in the 
United States. 

To that statement nothing need be 
added. Like all statements that set 
forth the truth, the facts are self-evident 
and need no argument to supplement 
or explain them. In this case the facts 
need no explanation. They are so plain 
and so clear that a mind fairly intelli- 
gent cannot miss them. 

It is a fact that ought to be borne in 
mind by our farmers that the British 
fimancial policy which has been forced 
on this country through either the cu- 
pidity or stupidity of our public men, or 
both, is intended to be as much for the 
benefit of the Brftish manufacturers 
and mill operatives and the cotton grow- 
ers of Egypt as it is for the benefit, of 
the bankers and money lenders. While 
it has had an effect on the home mills 
that was not bargained for, it has ac- 
complished all that was expected in the 
cotton industries of India and Egypt. 
Though the gold price of silver has 
fallen so low that the farmers of the 
south cannot afford to raise an average 
crop, the silver price has remained the 
same as it was when silver was worth 
$1.29 in gold. 

Consequently the Indian and Egyp- 
tian growers receive just as high a price 
for their cotton as they did twenty-odd 
years ago, and under this stimulus they 
are constantly enlarging the area of cot- 


ton production. The facts presented by

The man whose 
thoughtful kindness brings a smile to 
the faces of the little ones 
around him; whose generosity bright- 
ens some poor widow’s cottage; whose 
Christain charity finds expression 
in a timely and substantial shape, 
will get far more enjoyment out of his 
Christmas than will be experienced by 
the wild reveller who gives himself up 
to his appetite and his passions.

A bill has been introduced in the senate 
to remove the disability of confederate 
veterans for service in the army and navy 
of the United States. This measure, 
fathered by Senator Hill, of New York, 
would a few years ago have raised a howl 
of protest, perhaps even from those who 
rejoice, or profess to rejoice, in the oblitera- 
tion of sectionalism. We do not believe 
such legislation should be enacted without 
due deliberation, and this the senate evi- 
dently intends to exercise, but if the bill 
proposes only what is indicated on its face 
we are prepared to approve it and urge its 
prompt adoptiqn. It is significant that the 
bill comes from the desk of a northern 
senator, and one who hails from the state 
that is to witness next year the greatest 
gathering of federal and confederate vet- 
erans that the country has yet seen. The 
general cementing of fraternal relations 
that the closing year records gracefully 
opens the way to the removal of this con- 
federate disability and leads to an accept- 
ance of the proposition by the popular mind 
that otherwise would be impossible. We 
confidently hope that continued peace with 
fronor will result from the unfortunate com- 
plications with Great Britain. But, if the 
worst comes, we do not doubt that the blue 
and the gray of other days will be found 
shoulder to shoulder, instead of face to 
face, and with one flag floating over all. 
True men still hope, however, that the con- 
federate veterans will have no occasion to 
enter either army or navy, but live out their 
lives in peace and reminiscence.

She- 
cannot raise half the food her 40,000,000 
inhéebitants must eat, and heretofore 
she has bought the most of her supplies 
from us. With her ports closed to Ameri- 
ca she must get her wheat where she can. 
Rus+ria, Argentina and Austria-Hungary 
are the chief food exporters besides the 
United States. A South American stat 
will hardly assist the enemy of the basso 
ern world, and Russia will be so busy 
pouring through the Khyber pass and 
knocking at the gates of Constantinople 
that not a quintal will go to her ancient 
enemy. Without American cotton British 
mills must close, and millions of her people 
would be deprived of a chance~to labor. 
In what condition would her stock markets 
be then? The United States are the rich- 
est nation on the globe and one of the 
few that is independent of outside help. 
Bonds may fail and food become cheap, 
but neither bread nor clothing will ever 
be lacking. 

War is a dreadful business, truly, and 
rumors of war are distressing; but Ameri- 
cans are stout-hearted. We engaged in the 
most desperate struggle known to modern 
histcry thirty odd years. ago with our 
own people. If we could fight then, we can 
fight now should it become necessary. 

Bankers and other business men should 
brace up, for the gerat body of American 
people—the brain and brawn of the na- 
tion—have: no idea of backing down from 
a position so clearly right. We should like 
to shake hands again with otr English 
cousins, and we hope to do so, but if nec- 
essary, we will shoulder our guns, clean up 
Canada and drive the arrogant and lumber- 
ing old power clear out of this hemisphere. 
We have fought her twice before, and, by 
Jingo! we Gan fight her again.

As silver 
falls the area of cotton from whith Eng- 
land can draw her supply is extended 
more and more, for the fall in silver 
makes it possible for cotton raisers in sil- 
ver using countries te compete with our 
planters. On the other hand, a rise in 
silver compared to gold narrows the area 
from which cotton can be drawn by Eng- 
land, as it makes the sale of cotton: raised 
in silver using countries to England, less 
profitable to growers, and hence discour- 
ages comrpetition. 

The purchasing power of silver in the 
silver using countries having practically 
remained unchanged for the last twenty- 
five years, producers in such countries can 
afford to offer as much cotton for an ounce 
of silver costing 66 cents in England to- 
day as for the ounce costing $1.29 twenty- 
five years ago. As the cotton grower in 
silver using countries can purohase as 
much labor with the ounce of silver to- 
day as with the same ounce of silver be- 
fore silver was demonetized, he is just as 
well off selling the same number of pounds 
of cotton today for the ounce of silver 
worth but 66 cents in gold as for the ounce 
of silver worth, after the passage of the 
Sherman act, $1.16 or $1.29 in 1873. But to 
the Englishman buying the cotton and 
paying for it in silver it is vastly different, 
and it is vastly different for our cotton 


peoples. The fall of silver from $1.16 in Sep 
tember, 1890, to 66 cents an ounce today, 
enables the Englishman to buy as much 
cotton in silver using countries today with 
66 cents as he could with $1.16 in 1890. 

The grower of cotton in silver using 
countries demands an ounce of silver today 
for, say ten pounds of cotton, just as he 
demanded an ounce of silver for ten 
pounds of cotton five years ago, but with 
silver at 66 cents the cost to the English- 
man would be 6 6-10 cents a pound plus 
freight, instead of 11 6-10 cents, as in Sep- 
tember, 1890. With the prices at which oth- 
ers offer cotton our planters must com- 
pete. Other causes affect the price of cot- 
ton, as the almost total failure of the cot- 
ton crop in Texas and other sections of 
the south this year, but as higher prices 
for silver reduce while lewer prices in- 
crease the cotton area that comes in com- 
petition with the cotton of the south, cot- 
ton prices are naturally very sensitive to 
changes in the gold value of silver. 

It was, therefore, only naturaf tnac arcet 
a rise in the price of silver from 9% cents 
in April to $1.16 in September, 1890, cotton 
should have responded by a marked ad- 
vance in price. 
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As to a Third Term. 
From The New York World. 

A reader of The World, who has just been 
converted from an ex-reader by The 
World’s attitude toward jingoism, asks in 
a letter printed elsewhere that we confess 
our wrong in “favoring a third term for 
Cleveland,” ard express sorrow for it. 

The World has never advocated a third 
term for President Cleveland. We have 
insisted that the people have a perfect 
right to elect a president for as many 
terms as they want him, and that to at- 
termpt to limit their freedom of choice by 
the conjured spook of “Caesarism,” or by 
reference to “unwritten laws,” is unwar- 
ranted and wrong. We have maintained 
that the clamor against a third term in- 
volved a denial of the people’s capacity for 
self-government, and was therefore to be 
opposed upon principle. 

But—oh, these inexorable buts!—we are 
now frank to admit that in the light of 
recent events we are compelled to revise 
our opinion. When the apparent desire for 
a third term, which is naturally far more 
difficult to obtain than a first or second 
term, impels the incumbent of the presi- 
dency to push the country to the verge 
of war with a great and friendly nation 
over a preposterous and false pretense, the 
fact establishes a reason against a third 
term which did not before exist. It con- 
verts what was a theoretical objection 
into a very hard and practical one. If a 
supposedly phlegmatic, conservative and 
“safe” man like Grover Cleveland, whose 
intimate friends have held the idea that 
he would rather go fishing than be presi- 
dent, can do this thing, how much more 
dangerous to the country might be the 
third-ternt campaigning of a daring and 
audaciously anrbitious executive! 

This demonstration, as we have said, sup- 
plies a new and conclusive reason against 
third terms. If, however, plain appeare 
ances are deceptive, and Mr. Cleveland is 
not a candidate for re-election, he cannot 
too quickly and definitely say so for the 
benefit of his reputation. Yet if ne is not— 
or was not—a candidate, how under heaven 
shall the jingo message be explained?

Great Gathering of Blacks Tomorrow 
at the Exposition. 


REPRESENTATIVE MEN ARRIVE 


Chicago Sends a Large Delegation. 
Blacks Come from All Sections 
of the South. 


Tomorrow promises to be the greatest 
day in the history of the colored race. It 
will be the greatest gathering of blacks 
ever seen in the south. 

By every train into the city yesterday 
came large delegations of representative 
colored people from all over the country 
for Negro day. Special delegations of 
teachers from all the states of the south 
and the most representative class of north- 
ern colored people are among those that 
are arriving. " 

One of the most prominent colored ‘men 
of the country in the negro building yes- 
terday was Dr. A. M. Williams, of the 
medical staff of Provident hospital, one of 
the most popular and successful institu- 
tions of the race in the land. This institu- 
tion was the recipient of a log for the erec- 
tion of new buildings, the gift being that 
of Mr. H. H. Kohsaatt, of The Chicago 
Times-Herald. Dr. Williams expressed 
himself to a representative of this paper as 
most agreeably surprised and abundantly 
satisfied with the exhibit made by his race 
and stated further that the people of his 
race least expect that such an exhibit of 
the racé’s progress is to be found here as 
is found. 

He stated that a large excursion party 
of his people from Chicago and Louisville 
are en route here under the personal su- 
pervision of Cyrus Adams, editor of The 
Chicago Appeal. 

They are coming to make Negro day the 
memorable day in the history of the negro 
at the fair. The orator of the day for 
Negro day is Professor R. R. Wright, pres- 
ident of the Georgia State Industrial col- 
lege at Savannah. The school of which 
Professor Wright is president is supported 
by an appropriation from the state and 
what will be said about negro education 


in Georgia by Mr. Wright will be of special | 


interest to all. 

Hie was born in the state of Georgia, 
reared in the state, one of the first gradu- 
ates of the Atlanta university, located in 
tfis city, and has been identified with the 
interests of Georgia from his earliest 
years. It is related that once General OV. 
O. howard visited this state and address- 
ing a school of colored children he asked 
what he might tell the people north as to 
the progress of the race. At that time 
Wreght was a pupil of that school and was 
the one to answer, ‘““Tell ’em we are rising.’’ 
On Negro day he will tell them the race 
has risen. 

Governor W. Y. Atkinson h Signified 
his purpose to offer a few remarks at the 
exercises in the auditorium on Thursday 
morning. His remarks will be expected and 
listencd to with a great deal of pride by 
the race on account of the kindly interest 
the governor has taken in the race. The 
negroes will honor him on that day and 
the applause that will greet his presence 
is sure to partake of the nature of an 
ovation.

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MRS. A. E. RAINES DEAD. 


The Relict of One of Georgia’s Promi- 
nent Physicians Passes Away. 

Mrs. A. E. Raines, wife of the late Dr. 
Thomas Raines, one of the best known and 
most prominent physicians of the south a 
few years ago, died yesterday morning at 
Milledgeville. 

The remains were brought to Atlanta, ar- 
riving last evening at 7 o’clock, and will 
be laid to rest in Oakland cemetery beside 
her husband Thursday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. 

Dr. Thomas Raines was for years princi- 
pal physician of the Georgia penitentiary. 
He was appointed to the office by Governor 
Colquitt during his first term and remained 
in that respoisible position during both 
terms of vernor Colquitt and subse- 
quently was appointed, or rather was re- 
tained, by Govefnor Stephens. While yet in 
office he died, leaving three sons and two 
daughters. One of the sons, the eidest, fol- 
lowed in his father’s footsteps, and after 
graduation, which was before tis father’s 
death, was made physician to the Fulton 
county chaingang, the duties of which he 
discharged most fathfully. Strong, athietic 
and healthy he appeared to all who knew 
him, but his life was cut short just as he 
came into prominence by dread consump- 
tion. The second son died while young, wo, 
leaving' only one son, Mr. R. T. Raines, 
to perpetuate the name once prominent in 
political work in Georgia.as well aS in pro- 
fessional circles. Of the two daughters one, 
Miss Minnie, married a Mr. Ford, then one 
of the most prominent grocers on Peachtree 
street, while the other, Miss Fannie Raines, 
is yet a resident of Atlanta. 

Mr. Ford was*thrown from a buggy on 
Marietta street one evening and so severely 
injured that death ensued. 

Mrs. Raines’s death occurred in Milledge- 
ville early Tuesday morning. She had been 
there quite a while visiting relatives and 
friends, and though, on account of her 
advanced age—sixty years—her death was 
expected, it came suddenly on the two 
daughters in Atlanta and the Atlanta 
friends of the family. The remains were 
brought to Atlanta and are now resting in 
Barclay’s undertaking parlors on Alabama 
street next to The Constitution office, where 
they will remain until carried to Oakland 
for interment beside her thhusband, the late 
Dr. Raines, and her two sons who have 
gone before her. 

Mr. R. T. Raines, the only surviving son, 
is now in K and upon receiving in- 
formation of his mother’s death wired re- 
questing a postponement of the interment 
until he could reach Atlanta. 

The interment will take place Thursday 
afternoon and the services will be held at 
the grave in Oakland. The following gen-

New York; December 24.—(Speciai.)—The 
cotton market on Christmas eve is usually 
dull and today was no exception to the 
rule. But the war scaré seemed to have 
subsided, Liverpool improving and the 
light trading of the day. being marked by 
an undertone of confidence, Which had been 
conspicuously absent for a week past. 
March opened at 8c. declined .to 7.9, ad- 
vanced to 8.08 and then reacted, closing at 
8.02@8.03 with the tone puiet and steady. 
The weak feature was eral receipts. if 
these should continue for a fortnight longer 
upon a similar scale it might be difficult 
to sustain prices, but the bulls insist that 
the increased receipts are simply due to 
the money requirements of Christmas time, 
and that in January we shall see a pro- 
nounced falling off. We are inclined to 
think that they may be right and, in that 
case, a higher and stronger market is 
almost a certainty. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, December 24.—Advices from 
Liverpool were not as good in tone as the 
trade expected last evening, and the mar- 
ket opened easier to quickly recover on 
the covering of the local interest before 
the Christmas holidays. No disposition ex- 
ists to anticipate a decline. On the con- 
trary, the trade at home and abroad ex- 
pects a falling off in the movement after 
the Christmas holidays that will stimulate 
the spinners .of the world to buy freely at 
advancing prices. On this belief the natu- 
ral tendency is to hold cotton as long as 
possible, although it is beginning to be 
felt in all commercial circles that no per- 
manent revival in business can obtain 
until the currency question is settled by 
the eliminating of the greenbacks and 
placing upon the banks the responsibility 
of holding sufficient gold to pay all de- 
mands. Issues of bonds are believed to 
be only a temporary measure. The pres- 
ent condition of the mrarket is usual at this 
season of the year, and the future of 
prices will depend on the appearance of 
new features in the situation. Large re- 
ceipts at the ports and accumulating stocks 
at the interior towns brought about real- 
izing sales at the close of business, and the 
market closes steady at 2 points’ decline 
from ‘yesterday. If the movement contin- 
ues on the present scale after Christmas, 
lower prices would be in order.

Celebrated Before the War. 
BUT WHAT A CHANGE! 


Wow the Holiday Brings with It Spring 
Weather and Many Differ- 
ent Circumstances. 


Santa Claus reigns supreme today 
throughout the civilized world. 

Many million hearts will be made giad 
@nd the entire world will take ‘a day’s 
rest from the humdrum labors and toils 


ef Ife. 


The coming of Christmas brings joy 
to the old as well as the young. To the old 
the holiday recalls the past, filled with 
tender recollections and memories of the 
Gays that have passed beyond recaTi; it 
brings back the ante-bellum days and the 
Plaintive strain of the negroes’ song. But 
it means joy and happiness to all and the 
returns of Chirst’s birthday re-echoes the 
angels’ song: “Peace on earth, good will 
to men.” 

But Christmas, like customs and people, 
has changed. The circumstances are dif- 
ferent, the weather is warmer, but the 
Same sentiment exists in the hearts of all. 
Christmas before the war was celebrated 
in an entirely different way than is now 
in Vogue in these later days. Several Gays 
before the holidays the negroes of the 
South began to make their preparations. 
Their work was performed with a will 
and across the fields their hearty shouts 
echoed. Christmas was in the air and:the 
negroes’ thhearts were happy and filled with 
expectancy. 

Christmas day was celebrated by every 
man, woman and child in the neighbor- 
hood. All work was laid aside and the 
plows were deserted. The day was spent 
among the hills and the male inhabitants 
of the community chased the deer or fox. 
At night everybody assembled at the home 
of tueir master and the old-fashioned corn 
shucking was given. 


Sheriff Barnes Remembers. 

“Well do I remember the good old Christ- 
mas days,’’ said Sheriff Barnes yesterday 
as he gazed out of his office window and 
watched the merry group shooting fire 
crackers. ‘““Those were good old days and I 
Shall never forget them. I was a boy then 
and my father owned a large farm south 
of Atlanta. Just before Christmas the farm 
hands began to make preparations for the 
holidays. The corn was taken from the 
sheds and placed in a huge pile m the 
back yard of my fathers home New 
life and energy was infused into their 
work and the negroes performed their 
tasks willingly and in the best of humor. 

“Christmas morning the negroes would 
get up long before day and awaken me with 

their shouts. The entire neighborhaod 
would be alive with negroes and they 
would whoop and shout as they 
greeted each other. The men would spend 
the day in the woods shootig came. The 
‘women would stay at home and pr2nare the 
Christmas dinners. Those were joliy days— 
,days never to be forgotten. 

“But Christmas night was the crowning 
event of the season, for at night the old 
corn shucking would occur in the back 
yard. The corn, which had been pleced 
in a huge pile, would be svrrounided by 
all the negroes within miles of my home. 
In the yard they would build a big, glow- 
Ang fire and as they shucked the corn, the 
sweet old tunes would fill my eats With 
delight. How well I remember those songs. 
An. old. negro.would surmount tre pile of 
“unshucked corn and would line cut the 
hymns, which would be sung by the oth- 
ers. That was the way Christmas used to 
be celebrated. 

“After the corn was shucked the negroes 
would take their master upon their shoui- 
ders and would carry him around the 
house several times and would chen carry 
him into the house and put him down at 
the head of the Christmas supper tzeble. 
The celebration would last all night end 
but few would. go to bed' at a.l until the 
followng day.’’ 

_Solicitor Hill Remembers. 

As Sheriff Barnes told of the past, BSo- 
licitor Hill listened intently. Mr. Hill wiped 
a tear from his eye, and said; 

“TI would recall those days if I could, tor 
they were the happiest of my life; but,” 
ané he paused, “they have gone beyond 
recall—never to be forgitten.”’ 

“There is something entirely <different 
with our latter day Christmas,” said an 
old citizen yesteMday afternoon as he wiped 
the perspiration from his forehead. 

“Ohristmas before the war was tiways 
celebrated in the worst kiné of weather 
Christmas week would be cold and the 
ground was generally covered with s#rcw. 
The trees would be coated with steet ant 
fce and everybody who went out were 
wrapped in warm clothing. But just look 
at the change.

ing mountains. His father was poisoned 
by the Turks twenty-one years ago, while 
he himself was recently banished from 
the home of his nativity by the same ty- 
rannical invaders. 

“As soon as I can settle my affairs in 
this country,’ said the baron, “I am g0- 
ing back to Armenia. I shall provide my- 
gelf with weapons, and though I am only

“men. I have lost my father and doubtless

As they could bring no accusations 
against him or cause him to be killed they 
gave a great dinner in his honor and drug- 
ged him. Three days later he died. Such 
cases are very common among the Ar- 
menian Christians. They could not stand 
these atrocities, and so carried them to the 
high court, but the more they complained 
the greater cruelty was inflicted upon 
them. If the Armenians. prospered they be- 
came the objects of bitter jealousy on the 
part of the government and both their 
schoolhouses and churches were destroyed. 
They may destroy our churches but they 
will never be able to destroy our religion.” 


Who Are the Armenians. 


Baron Chutjian gave a lengthy descrip- 
tion of the country which has thus fallen 
a prey to the cruel Turks. Armenia 138 
about twice the size of the state of New 
York. It is bounded by three seas. the 
Caspian, the Red and the Mediterranean. 
and the Persian empire. At one time the 
population numbered $2,000,000, but this 
number has been reduced to only a million 
and a half native Armenians. Persecution 
has been the means of driving thousands 
and thousands away, and these are scat- 
tered all over Europe. Armenia is one of 
the oldest of Bible lands. It is located on a 
high plateau from the center of which rises 


rested after the deluge. Haig, the great 
grandson of Noah, was the founder of the 
nation. The. Armenians were among the 
first to embrace Christianity, and have re- 
mained loyal to that faith ever since. 

*“‘Do you wonder,” said the baron after he 
had finished his acceunt, “‘that I am an- 
xious to go back to my country, and, if 
need be, to lay myself on her altar. I want 
the people of America to help us. Europe 
has turned a deaf ear to our entreaties 
and our only hope is in the friendship of 
I pray God that she will help us.’’ 

Baron Chutjian is a erpet merchant 
and resides in Syracuse, N. Y. He has 
been in this country for.three years, but 
has been in constant communication with 
friends in Armenia. He will cross the 
water as scon as he can close up his busi- 
ness in this country. MHaving business at 
the exposition, he will remain in Atlanta 
until the first of the year. He will then 
sail for Turkey and take up arms against 
the government which has played so long 
the part of tyrant and oppressor.

At a special meeting of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association Tuesday it was de- 
cided to defer action in regard to the 
Moody tabernacle until the next regular 
meeting of the association.

It was 
stated that no offer had been made for the 
building that would justify its sale immedi- 
ately. Tihe cost of the structure was some- 
where in the neighborhood of $2,800 and 
against this expenditure only $350 had been 
offered. 

It was the wish of the ministers present 
to hold the tabernacle intact wntil the Ist 
of April at least, at which time Mr. Jones 
d to hold revival services. Others 
thought it would be a good idea to hold the 
tabernacle until a permanent auditorium 
should be erected. The matter will be fully 
discussed at the next meeting.

ity on the subject than H. B. Plant, presi- 
dent of the Plant system of railroads, 
which completely makes a network over 
Florida. 

There has been mfuch said recently in the 
papers of Chicago and New York, where 
the Florida orange claims its most ad- 
vantageous territory, to the effect that the 
killing frost of last winter has played sad 
havoc with the orange crop of the state 
and that Florida will fall short in its 
orange production 1,500,000 boxes this sea- 
son, which means that the state will be 
deprived of at least $1,500,000 in trade, and 
the railroaas lose the tariff on this vast 


amount of traffic. 

It is very true that the severe weather 
last winter killed nearly half the orange 
groves of the northern part of Florida, 
but Mr. Plant, who has just returned from 
a visit to all parts of the state, declares 
that the orange growers of central and 
southern Florida have no fear of the ap- 
proaching harvest. 

“When I went to Florida the last time,”’ 
remarked Mr. Plant to The Constitution, 
“I remarked, as we sped along on the 
railroad, that everything seemed like a 
desert ard that I could scarcely realize 
that I was in the same delectable land Il 
had visited last winter. This observation 
was made until 1 reached the central part 
of Florida, and there 1 found orange trees 
growing tresh and green. I had seen them 
blossoming and I now saw them in full 
bearing. 

“I could scarcely believe my own eyes. 
A friend of mine standing near, as We eh- 
tered an orange grove, remarked: ‘Can 
those oranges be tied on the trees?’ and 
my reply was after I had examined the 
trees, ‘kes, tied on by the hand of provi- 
dence, tor they have grown since the cold 
wave of a year ago.’ . 

“The truth is the orange groves of cen- 
tral Florida, which were well taken care 
of, have suffered but little fromr the cold 
wave. The frost that killed many of the 
orange trees a year ago was the first 
disastrous frost we have had in that re- 
gion of the state for thirty-two years. 
There. will probably not be another such 
frost for many years to come. 

“But with all this there will be a fair 
crop of oranges grown in Florida this 
year. Of course, the yield will not be 
shown on the market as abundantly as it 
has been for a number of years past and, 
of course, the scarcity of oranges in» the 
market will make the price go up to some 
degree, but at the same time there will 
not be such a loss to the public as will 
be naturally anticipated after all the 
scare-crow stories that have been publish- 
ed in the newspapers of the northern mar- 
ket centers. 

“There is one pleasing observation to 
make concerning the disaster which be- 
fell the farmers of Florida last year and 
that is that the cold wave which killed 
their orange crop groves has taught them 
the lesson of diversified crops and they 
are now busy, with the truck farms, grow- 
ing such things as tomatoes, cabbage, 
beans and many such things which find 
& ready market in the eastern and north- 
western cities long before there is the 
slightest evidence of verdure in the rural 
districts of those sections. 

“I believe that this cold wave will serve 
a blessing in disguise to many of the 
farmers of Florida. Perhaps they may 
never have such a killing frost again, but 
at the same time they are faking money 
on other crops and are not dependent on 
the orange groves and sunshine entirely.”’ 

It seems that the traffic which may be 
lost to the railroads of Florida on orange 
freight tariffs will be more than made up 
by the increased truck farm products of 
that state. It has been demonstrated that 
the truck farm products can be shipped 
from southern Florida by the railroads 
and landeu in Chicago markets without 
injury in open, ordinary, ventilated cars 
within five days after shinment. 

This has served to give new life to the 
farming interests of Florida, and the rail- 
road traffic for the season promises ts be 
quite as considerable as heretofore. _

@r. Thomas Says That the Tariff Will 
Be a Live Issue and Supplant 
the Financial Question. 


Congressmen Linton, Thomas and Crump, 
of Michigan, and Ellis, of Oregon, left last 
might for Washington, whitlier they were 
Called by the republican whip. Congress- 
Man Vennis Flynn, of Oklahoma, left dur- 
ing the day, as he had received a message 
from Colonel Ike Hill, the demecratic whip. 
The cOngressmen were ajl sorry to leave 
60 soon. They had intended to go td Flor- 
ida, but the affairs of state cut their vaca- 
tion short. Messrs. Linton and Thomas 
have been fn the house before, but this is 
Mr. Crump’s first session. He is a lumber- 
man with sawmills at Bay City. 
Mr. Linton is also a jlumberinan. 
Representative Thomas is a physician. 
He is a well posted member and is a gen- 
tleman of great force. All the Michigan 
representatives are republicans. They are 
for a higher tariff and a single standard. 

“The country meeds more revenue. The 
Bevernment is running behind and ‘we 
miust get more income to support the gov- 
errment,’’ said Congressman Thomas yes- 
tercay in an interview with a Cons titution 
Fepcrter..‘‘How are we to raise that reve- 
mue?

“I will match railroad postal cierks 
against any set of men in the werld for 
feats of memory,” said President W. M. 
Biackmer, of the National Association of 
Railway clerks, yesterday. “Not one busi- 
ness man in a ~ thousand ever gives 4 
thought to the men who are responsibie 
for the quick delivery of his important 
letters. Fifteen years ago mail was made 
up in the postoffices. Now the first aim of 
the postoffice is to get the mail on the 
wheels. There the railway postal clerks 
take it and make it up ready for forward- 
ing to its final destination. Have you 
any idea of the qualifications of a railway 
mail clerk?’ ; 

“In the old days the chief requisites was 
& good political pull.’’ 

‘That is true, but nowadays to begin with 
@ man must carry in his head from ten to 
thirty thousand postoffices and know all 
about the railroad schedules that effect 
each point. For instance, on the run from 
Detroit to Chicago, which is less than 300 
miles, mail is handled from Canada and 
the east for the west and southwest and 
Japan and China. When the postal car 
g0es into Chicago from Detroit, the mail 
is ready for delivery to the roads which 
carry it to its final destination. Every mis- 
take which a postal clerk makes in rout- 
ing a letter or piece of mail, is charged 
up against him and a record is kept of all 
the mistakes. These count against him 
for promotion. A man works six days and 
is off six, but when he is supposed to be 
off he has to study every day for hours 
to keep up with the changes in schedules 
and the new postofiices and everything 
of that kind.” 

‘Who has the highest record among the 
postal clerks of this country?’ 

‘That distinction belongs to a man named 
Fraser, who is on the Detroit and Chica- 
go run. He has a record above 99 in a 
possible 100. The minimum to pass is 
90, but if a man does not keep away above 
that he is not considered any good. in 
other branches the minimum average 1s 
from 50 to 75. I heard a lawyer say once 
that a law student gets a diploma if he 
makes fifty. The railway clerks can fell 
at a glance how to route mail practically 
for every office in at least four states. 
Some of them must be familiar with the 
routes in a dozen states. It is no uncom- 
mon thing for a clerk to work eighteen 
hours on a stretch without a moment’s 
leisure, standing up all the time and Msten- 
ing to the roar of the train and swayed 
by its rocking. The salaries are very mod- 
est for the work, and there is no provision 
for men when théy grow old in the ser- 
vice. Mr. Linton, of Michigan, has intro- 
duced a bill in the house which aims at a 
complete reorganization of the service on 
a business basis. The bill has a great 
many friends, and we hope to get it 
through. Mr. ete is the best friend we 
have ever had in ccngress.”’

Mayor King Pardoned All of the 
Stockade Prisoners and Chief Con- ’ 
nolly Released His Tenants. 


Fireworks must be discharged on private 
property if citizens observe the edict of 
Mayor King today. He has directed the 
police to prohibit the discharge of fireworks 
on the streets and on the sidewalks during 
the holidays. ' 

The fireworks ordinance will be vigorous- 
ly enforced and violators of it will be ar- 
rested and prosecuted. 

Seventy-five prisoners under sentence at 
the city stockade walked away from that 
institution last night with gladdened hearts 
and an exalted opinion of Mayor King. 
They were beneficiaries of the annua!) 
Christm.s order of the mayors pardoning 
all prisoners in the stockade. 

About forty offenders against the city or- 
dinances arrested Monday night and: yes- 
terday who were held at police headquar- 
ters were given their liberty during yes- 
terday afternoon that they might enjéy the 
day of observance. The prisoners have not 
been given trials, but are supposed to an- 
swer to the charges against them tomorrow. 
All were released on copies of the charges 
booked against them. 

Station House Prisoners Released. 

Many hilarious citizens and visitors who 
took on too much Christmas Tom and Jerry, 
eggnog and other holiday drinks were 
sent to the police station yesterday and 
last night, but nearly all of them were 
given places to sleep off their drunk 
without cases being made against them. 
The officers arrested only such persons as 
were disorderly or entirely incompetent to 
navigate. 

The Christmas jollity pervaded the streets 
last night and the police were kept busy 
clearing away the crowds and maintaining 
order. With few exceptions little trouble 
was experienced and everybody found their 
way home for a night’s rest in preparation 
for today’s big celebration. — 


How To Avoid Arrest. 


Christmas with ‘tthe police will be after 
the usual manner. The force has been in- 
structed to maintain ofder, but the general 
jallity and hilariousness will not be in- 
terfered with until it becomes offensive. 
Citizens whose legs are unsteady and whose 
eyes are dim from drink will have oanly to 
hold on to a post until the blue coats pass 
to escape a ride in the patrol wagons. The 
officers will look shy and pass by. 

The happiest celebrators of the day will 
be the unfortunates released from the 
stockade. The gang, as it is called, threw 
up their hats and sang the praises of Mayor 
King when his official order releasing them 
was read by Captain Vining, the stockade 
superintendent. Many of the prisoners had 
been at hard habor ten, twenty and in some 
instances twenty-five days. All of the pris- 
oners were treated alike, and when the gateg 
of the city penitentiary closed last night nox 
a single prisoner remained about the prem- 


ises. 
Will Be Back Soon. 


But some of the same offenders will be 
back at the institution tomorrow. There 
are many celebrities in police circles who 
are perpetual city convicts, and before the 
shades of darkness overspread the city this 
evening individuals of this class will have 
been locked up. The annual pardoning is 
said to be the delight of some of the typi- 
cal city offenders. The police say that some 
commit -.disorders a day or two before 
Christmas simply that they may ‘have the 
inspiriting recognition from the highest offi- 
cial of the city. 


Must Shoot in Yards. 


Mayor King has issued the usual edict in 
reference to th edischarge of fireworks on 
the streets. He transmitted an order to 
Chief of Police Conrolly forbidding the 
discharge of firewarks except in yards and 
on the private property of citizens. 

The mayor gives permission for the dis- 
charge of fireworks except on the side- 
walks and streets and directs the chief of 
police to see that the rule is enforced. 


The Mayor’s Order. 


The official communication of the mayor is 
as follows: 

‘Permission is hetfeby granted for the 
shooting of fireworks in the yards and on 
the private premises of citizens during the 
holidays. 

“This does not include the shooting of 
fireworks on the sidewalks or in the streets 
of the city and the same is prohibted. 

“The. chief of police will see that this 
direction is carried into effect. Respectfully, 

“PORTER KING, Mayor.”’ 

Chief Connolly issued a special order to 
his foree instructing the officers to en- 
force the order of the mayor.

This, His Friends Say, Caused the 
Death of Daéward N. Wood. 


Edward N. Wood's sudden death last 
Monday was a great shock, not only to 
his family, but to a large circle of friends. 

His death may have been due, as a 
physician said, to unknown causes, or to 
heart failure, but those who knew him best 
know that he was the victim of overwork. 

For a long time past Mr. Wood has been 
a very busy man and a hard worker. it 
was wonderful how one with so frail a 
constitution stood the strain, but to the 
very last he was full of entrgy, and he 
was so patient and cheerful that few 
dreamed of the heavy tax to which his 
brain, veins and muscles were subjected.
